I think they were in the nature 
of a personal attack. And I am not a political figure on whom you were making 
fair editorial comment. ' 

You cannot, seriously, claims yours was a serious, entirely factual presen- 
tation and make this claim on the basis of your own study and knowledge. If you 
have not, I would like to suggest that you mey cause CBS additional serious 
embarrassment/ I do think thet when s- nan with your responsibilities within CBS 
writes os yen have written me, you should do so on the basis cf something mors 
dependable than a representation to you by one of those responsible for what 
hsppened, what £33 did. To put it another way, I think you should try end be a 
judge rather than a partisan. 

So, I egoin ask that you. respond to th e entire correspondence, going b, ck to 
nisje is*i th- Hr. Midgley . 

Were I to identify those CBS stations thet offered mo the opportunity to 
respond to your radio contraction of the TV series, in advance of its airing but 
after the people involve:; had seen the TV series, I would subject then to retaliation 
This, I cannot do. These were CH3 stations, not affiliates. may be true tba t Mr. 
I‘i,dgley bos no knowledge of it, but it did happen, and I did make the phone call 
asked by one when I we s in &ew York. And it was more than one station. You knew what 
stations aired the program end which, if any, presented the other side.
